The river was at a stand last evening, with 8 feet 
7 inches water in the canal, and 5 feet 9 inches on the 
falls. The weather continues clear. 

Tiro Steamboat CoUuuotu.— Boats Sunk. — A tele- 
graphic dispatch from Portland, received last night, 
announces that the steamers J. H. Oglesby and 
Grapeshot came in collision below Portland, by, 
which the latter was sunk. From a passenger on, 
the Grapeshot we learn that her passengers were all 
at supper when the accident occurred, and that the 
Grapeshot ran into the Oglesby. The former was 
immediately run to the Kentucky shore, where she 
sunk, and the Oglesby landed on the Indiana shore. 
From this it is inferred that the latter must also 
have sustained damage. The Oglesby had just left 
Portland for New Orleans, and the Grapeshot was 
from St. Louis bound to Pittsburg. She will doubt- 
less be raised. She is an unfortunate boat, this be- 
ing the third time she has been sunk in a year. 

The other collision occurred in the Mississippi, 
below St. Louis, I., t we.. n the steamers South Amer- 
ica and Eau Claire, by which the latter was sunk. 
The Eau Claire was on her first trip, from Pittsburg 
for the Chippewa river, in Wisconsin, on which she 
was to run. She was heavily laden. 

The Smkmg of the A. L. DacU. — From our Nash- 
ville exchanges we learn that this steamer was sunk 
in ten feet water at Gallatin Landing. She was 
from Nashville, bound for Waitslwro', on the Upper 
Cumberland. The boat will be a total loss. She 
was heavily laden with groceries and dry goods, 
amounting to aliout $50,000, which was partially 
insured in the various offices in Nashville. The boat 
was owned by the Messrs. Crouch, and was worth 
.$5,000 or $6,000 

The Iax* of the Belfast..— The Memphis news of 
the 21st has the following particulars of the loss of 
the Belfast: 

On Tuesday morning last, as the Belfast was as- 
cending the chute of Island tk>, and just as she was 
rounding out at the head of the island, she struck 
the bar and swung round hard and fast upon the bar. 
Every exertion was made to get her off, without 
avail". As a last resort, Capt. Church ordered the 
hands io throw otf the railroad iron, amounting to 
250 tons, but it had no effect. The water was fall- 
ing rapidly, and she began to settle at the bow. — 
Word was immediately sent to this place, and the 
Ingomar took down a bar^e. 

In the meantime the Cora came up, and, putting 
out her anchors above, she dropped down, so that by 
placing a flat liout between the two boats, the freight 
could be rolled off of the Helfust on to the Cora. — 
Everything was saved, with the exception of four 
or five casks of rice. On Thursday morning the 
Belfast began to take water, and by night she was 
so Itadly bent that a person standing in her social 
hall could not see any one in the ladies' cabin. The 
river fell so rapidly that when the the Cora left, the 
iron which had been thrown overboard was almost 
dry. The rate at which the river 
leave her dry, and her machinery and ft 
be saved.

Washington, March 23, 1867. 

Several days ago a gentleman from the East came 
to Washington in pursuit of a high and lucrative 
appointment, and at his heels were at least a score 
of patriotic politicians to back him, expecting to 
participate in the patronage involved. He was re- 
markably sanguine, and Itoasted to his friends that 
he was sure of the Executive distinction. And not 
Only this, but he applied to a noted caterer, and had 
a splendid dinner prepared, at which to celebrate his 
good fortune. But, after the adjournment of the 
Cahinet, it was ascertained that the office bad been 
given to another! The dinner was not eaten. The 
disappointed Democrat returned home the next day, 
more fully impressed than ever with the truth that 
all that glitters is not gold. 

To-day there was another rush of New York poli- 
ticians into the President's House, and the several 
delegations had separate interviews with Mr. Bu- 
chanan. The Cabinet were engaged in deliberating 
upon that subject, and probably this evening public 
expectation upon this point will be gratilied. 

Ex-Governor Gearv has arrived in Washington, 
and is domiciled at Willard's Hotel. He is shortly 
to have an interview with the President in relation 
to his own affairs and those of the Territory of Kan- 
sas. Much speculation is indulged as to who will be 
his successor. Although some Southern men want 
one from the South selected for that important post, 
others from that section declare that they will be 
satisfied with a Northern man of "the right stripe." 
The matters involved are extremely delicate, and 
will demand the mature deliberation of the Admin- 
istration, which doubtless they will receive. 

The health of the President is still delicate; he 
still being affected with the sickness which he con- 
tracted while at the National Hotel. It is singular 
that the exact cause of the disease, with which at 
least a hundred persons were attacked at that estab- 
lishment, has not been ascertained. The Board of 
Health says the sickness was owing to the sewers, 
while physicians who have attended the afflicted, 
confidently assert that some mineral poison must 
have been mixed with the food and water. The 
malady dees not readily yield to the prescribed rem- 
edies. 

The editor of the Union (Mr. Appleton) was a 
boarder at that hotel, and remains feeble from the 
disease. A report is current to-day that he will ab- 
sent himself from the city for several months, in 
order to recruit his health. 

It is an ascertained fact that the two California 
Senators (Messrs. Gwin and Broderick) were not 
consulted with regard to the California offices. The 
appointment of ex-Governor John Bigler, of that 
State, as Minister to Chili, was a kind of compro- 
mise. Mr. Starkweather, of Ohio, the incum'.ient, 
has not been in the enjoyment of the dignity and the 
salary more than three years. Changes will he 
made in all of the foreign missions; and, therefore, 
the present Ministers might as well begin to "pack 
up" their effects and come home. "Resignations" 
might now l>e tendered to avoid the Administration 
the necessity of removal.
